squads, towed the plane 300 yards 
to shore and began .dragging the 
lake 'for, the body, which was re- 
covered at 6:15 last night in about 
eight feet of water near the spot 
where the plane crashed.

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RAISING THE IQ 


A young Chicago woman, now teaching in 


Indiana State Teachers' College in ,Terre 
Hf»ute, has succeeded In disproving many 
long-accepted theories about the educa- 
billty ol feeble-minded children. By the use 
of her own unorthodox teaching methods she 
has actually raised the IQ's of a group of 
adolescent children from a mean'of 5.1 to 
normal, according to an article in a current" 
woman's magazine. 
• 
• ' . . - , 


Bernardine Schmidt .was given charge of 


special classes in a Chicago public school and 
given a free hand as to methods. Her first 
approach was social, and after glaring physi- 
cal defects were taken care of; she. taught 
her pupils the proper care of hair, sKin, and 
clothing to improve their personal appear- 
ance. She was uncritically affectionate In 
her dealings with them, making them fed 
useful and competent. This' innately sym- 
pathetic teacher found 'that many of he*; 
charges were suffering from fright, from 
feelings of inferiority, and from paralyzing- 
•hyncss. Modern progressive school meth- 
ods were used in teaching academic subjects, 
and the,results were so good that 27 per 
cent finished high school, and all but ieven 
per cent reached normality, holding useful 
Jobs. 
. 
. - ' ; 


This teacher is now engaged in training 


others to carry on this work, a project which 
should give hope to many parents. Children 
whose lives have been blighted by the idea 
that their condition makes them permanent 
outcasts, may, with understanding treat- 
ment, become valuable citizens. 


This Is not a new approch; it has long been 


known that sympathy, understanding, care- 
ful, patient teaching and the placing of as 
much responsibility on such a child as he is 
able to take will improve his status. But It 
is a fresh reminder that most of such cases 
are not hopeless. They may never become 
normal, but they can be trained to become 
fur better and happier than they are. 


A CENTURY OF OIL 


As the oil Industry approaches its 100th 


anniversary it faces a supply, shortage. 
Though the output is said to be about a third, 
greater than in 1941, uses have grown be- 
yond this volume. Demands have increased 
for export, for industrial lubrication; domes- 
tic heating; gasoline-driven machinery; for 
'dlcsel fuel and so-called "bottled gas". War's' 
demands seemed a top challenge to oilmen. 
But they have discovered suddenly that 
peacetime requirements are even greater. 


A century ago a Pennsylvaniari,. Samuel 


Kier, peddled ijctroleum that he called "Rock 
Oil" since it seeped from rocks. He, sold It 
first as a liniment for stiff joints. His experi- 
ments showed him' it. could |?e lighted, and 
used as an illuminating aid. This in itself was 
revolutionary. Up to that time petroleum 
had been considered merely a nuisance whose 
presence polluted salt and water wells. 


In the years that have followed, oil has 


become a product desired the world around. 
American companies are planning a four 
billion dollar expansion to meet present re- 
quirements of more than five million bar- 
rels a day.

what has developed from his little venture.

THE PALESTINE SOLTJTIok 


The solution offered' by the United ^ Nations 


Palestine Commission seems-to be as'good as could 
be expected. Palestine is to be partitioned into two 
states, one Arab, the other Jewish. These states; 
while'politically independent of each other, are to 
be joined in an economic'union which is essential 
if both areas are' to live. The Holy Places of the; 
Christians In Jerusalem and Bethlehem are- to be 
.-under a separate • trusteeship, which is only just. 
Neither the Jews nor Moslems would wish to de- 
prive the Christian of their Holy-Places, although 
Jerusalem was.once the capital of a great Jewish 
state headed by,such.kings.as David and Solomon. 
The British are to remain for an interim period. 
The full responsibility,' however, for-setting up the 
new-state? would rest in. the United Nations which 
could -calrtipon member/states to assist.in-the task. 
It is a statesmanlike report which-meets current 
problems without ignoring basic principles. Pales- 
tine can no longer .be regarded solely as Arab. 
Actually, U has been Turkish and a British mandate 
under the League of Nations, but it has'not been 
Arabic. The.Jews have not only proved.that they 
are'serious in their, determination to. build it as a 
modern country, 'but Jewish youth has risked its 
life'in classical heroism 'to hold it.'The .terrorism,of 
the Irgun is distasteful, but so undoubtedly was the 
terrorism of the Maccabees, who withstood the 
mightiest power of their day. While even Jewish 
leadership feared that the Irgun would, *o spoil 
their case as to ruin it, the fact remains that hero- 
ism, in a good causei no matter how-brutal and un- 
necessary, wins'advocates, and deforiders. 
The UN .-Commission-proposed 150,000 immi- 
grants during the next two years. That falls a little 
short of i Jewish aspirations; it comes very much 
higher than the Arabs hoped would be granted. 
The Arabs fear' that an' Increasing Jewish popula- 
tion will mako the Jewish state too strong. The 
Jews would like to move as many .displaced-Jews 
from Europe a*.Palestine will hold.. Views'.on this 
subject .vary. Some say that Palestine,cannot man- 
tain a large population; the Zionists claim that 
reclamation work in the desert, the exploitation 
of the Dead Sea and industrialization, will make it> 
possible for Palestine t6 hold several millions.

Pain from oyestralh*is usually dull, with some- 
' times a fpull" or "drawn" feeling. Where the head- 
ache is very severe, "splitting," as it is called it is 
usually 'due to sinus inflammation or to neuralgia. 
"Extremely severe headache or headache occurring 
in .acute spasmodic attacks—bilious- or throbbing—. 
or headache brought on by stooping is not due to 
eyestrain or other eye disturbance." 
As' mentioned before, headache, caused' by eye- 


atrnin comes on after prolonged use-of the eyes—' 
frequently in the .afternoon—and passes off when 
close work -of" the eyes stops. Headache caused by. 
the eyes never prevents the patient from sleeping. 
It is absent or less severe at week ends when the 
patient Is not engaged in his usual work. Headache 
that is'not continuous, just occurring: every few 
days, or headache with nausea and vomlting.are not 
cuuKed' by the eyes.

Sick With Rabies 


Albany, Sept. 8.—Dr. Alexander 


'Zeissig, veterinary consultant of 


j the.State Department of Health, 
.today cautioned farmers to guard 
against .personal rabies infection 
by employing care in the handling 
'of'. cows that behave abnormally, 
because such cows may be rabid. 


' ' Cattle have been turned, out to 


pasture long enough, he said, so 
| that losses from rabies are being 


I reported 
in increasing numbers 


particularly 
from 
central 
New 
| York. Based on last year's .cxper- 
. ie'nce.' these losses may be expect- 
. ed to continue until the-end of the 
1 year.- 


The danger to the farmer who 


exposes himself to such cattle does 
not lie so much in the' possibility 
that the cow wMl bite but rather 
that injuries received, while try- 
ing to administer medicine, on the 
assumption that she is suffering 
from a disorder such as indiges- 
tion, may enable the rabies Vjrus 
to enter .the handler's body through 
a cut or scratch on his ha'nds or 
.arms.

There is no easy way to recog- 


nize a rabid animal, Dr. Zeissig 
warned. Cows that become unus- 
ually aggressive, causing damage 
•to.fences or stanchions should be 
treated with the utmost respect 
and caution.\Many of them, on 
the other hand, suffer from what 
is known as "dumb rabies," two of 
the most significant symptoms of 
which are failure to eat and drink. 
This change in behavior causes 
many owners to make false diag- 
.nosis that the animal has indiges- 
tion. Rabies also causes a paraly- 
sis of the throat that may com- 
pletely prevent swallowing. This is 
accompanied by almost constant 
straining.

to induce her to swallow. Injuries 
to the hands from the animal's 
teeth may occur in the course of 
the operation and wounds From 
this source-are invariably contam- 
inated with the cow's saliva which 
is fipl. to contain rabies virus. A 
person so exposed should immed- 
iately seek the advice of a compe- 
tent physician. 


In conclusion Dr. Zeissig pointed

while at pasture. Symptoms to the 
contrary, therefore, should be. ac- 
cepted as possible warning signs 
'of the presence of rabies and ex- 
amination by a veterinarian can 
help Iho farmer to avoid taking 
unnecessary risks that might lead 
to serious illness.

On April 23, i860, Peter Stuy- 


vesant, governor of the colony 
of 
New 
Amsterdam,, appointed 


Thomas Chambers to the com- 
mand of Captain of the militia, 
then known as "The Train Band, 
of Wildwi.ik and Esopus." By this 


act the earliest predecessor of the 
156th Field Artillery Battalion 
was established in historical1 rec- 
ords, and made possible the trac- 
ing of the unit's history from that 
day until the present. 
There is evidence available, Ma- 


jor Cole said, to show that the 
unit-was active prior to this date, 
but the earliest documentary proof 
was the' appointment of this com- 
mander. It is' through this that 
the- present 156th Battalion, with 
the 170th F. A. Battalion now be- 
ing activated in Newburgh, 'can 
jay claim to being the oldest mili- 
tary organizations in America still 
in existence today. 
The parent organization was 
primarily Dutch in background, 
Major Cole said, and the first ros- 
ters were studded with such names 
as Van Rensal.-icr, Dedrick,' Os- 
tcrhous and I-Iollenbeck.
